The heroism 
of the Yugoslav army is traditional, and following this tradition the Yugo- 
slav array, as always in history, will fulfill its duty to the last. 

3* ‘’Officers, non-coinnisfdoned officers and soldiers* Isn f t that reckoning with- 
out us? Certainly! 

4® f: The gentlemen in Belgrade should know that we are all decided to struggle 
for freedom heroically and, in traditional fashion, to defend it especially 
since we have learned again in recent years to treasure freedom through 
having lost It* 

5- recent days those who can listen to foreign radio stations can hear that 
the Western world is counting on our army? with our 30 divisions as if with a 
reality which, in case of a conflict between the hast and the West* would 
render worthy service to the West, 
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Our position is as follows* 


a„ " T bother we will fight for or against anybody or against nobody will not, oe 
decided by the usurpers in Belgrade but by ourselves, and ve base our posa* 
tion on the followings in the year 1941* when Hitler wxth his crony * tas- 
sel ini forced us into the infamous pact, the present hangmen in Belgraae, 
on instructions from the kremlin, sympathised with Berlin and Home arid 
agreed that the Yugoslav army of that time was to be buried. 


b. "Soldiers, noncommissioned officers and officers? remember the period an 
the year 1941 when we were compelled to give way before the superior iorce 
of the Axis powers. At that time we committed a most fateful act when we 
threw away our weapons instead of fleeing into the woods with them and 
defending our freedom from there as did a few units in Serbia..
